SAVING THE WRECKS. 


ROW UNCLE SAM WILL UNDO THE 
WORK OF SCHLEY’S GUNS. 


Perhaps Three of Cervera’s Finest War- 
ships Wi!l Yet Fly t?-o American Flag. 
Methods of Raising Sanken Ships—Chief 
Constructor Hichborn's Plans. 


If West Indian hurricanes do not inter- 
fere, Yankee ingenuity and skill will yet 
save at least a vart of the fine squadron 
with which Admiral Cervera sailed out of 
Santiago harbor on Sunday, July 3. 

A big force of American mechanics, 
divers and ship repairers have been at 
work on the wrecks for nearly three weeks. 
They have piugged up the holes which the 
guns of Schley’s ships punched in the sides 
of the fleeing enemy, they have pumped 
out the water which the vengeful and de- 
spairing Spaniards let in after all hope 
was lost, they have undone much of the 
mischief caused by bursting shelJs and ex- 
ploding torpedoes and they are confidently 
looking forward to the time when at least 
three of Cervera’s battcred battleships 
shall sail into an American port flying the 
American colors. 

With the energy and industry of so 
many beavers the wrecking crews are 
working on the dented, heat blistered 
hulks. Not having an equipment suitable 
for the enterprise, the government in- 
trusted the work to the Merritt Wrecking

The methods of raising sunken ships 
must vary largely according to existing 
circumstances, but they may be said 
broadly to depend upon three factors— 


first, the depth of water; second, the size | 
and weight of the ship, and, third, the na- | 
ture and extent of the injuries by which 


the ship was sunk. 

Several methods might be employed for 
raising vessels. The first operation, in 
any case, would be to send down divers to 
Inahke an examination and report their 
condition. In case the injuries should not 
be extensive, scows would be moored o: 
each side of the wreck as it lies, witb lift 
ing apparatus of sufficient power to raise 
the immersed weight. The injuries to the 
exterior of the hull could then be tempo 
rarily closed by the divers and chains passed 
around under the vessel. She could then 
be raised until the top of the hatch coam- 
ings was above water,i and the vessel 
pumped cut, 

Another method more likely to be used 
incase of extensive injury would be to 
sink pontoons or casks, provided with 
means for attachment tothe hull of the 
sunken craft. A sufficient volaumeof these 


must be provided and judiciously located | 


to supply sufficient buoyancy to float the 
vessel to the surface or as nearly as possi- 
ble on an even keel. The wreck can then 
be towed into shallow water and opera- 
tions for completing the salvage carricd 
On to greater advantage.

The conditions which have made it 
somewhat difficult and often impossible 
for the poorer classes of Spaniards to con- 
tinue the custom of taking three meals a 
or even one, are due either directly or 
indirectly to the war with the “Yankee 
pigs.’’ In the Spanish home ports lie the 
Spanish merchant vessels, not daring to 
venture out because of Watson’s savage 
fleet. Therefore Spanish commerce is at 
a standstill, This means that Spanish 


factories and Spanish industries of almost | 


every sort have been paralyzed. Little 
| food is being brought into the country, 


and but little exporting is being done; 
hence thousands are idle. 
Added to this is the fact that it is the 


war tax burden. The most oppressive of 
these war taxes are the octroi taxes, which 


are levied on products taken from the | 


country districts into the cities, and vice 
versa. ‘Thus the peasant who 
eggs, chickens and fruit into Madrid pays 
an octroi tax on each article at the city 
gates as he goes in, and if he buys any- 
thing in the city he is again taxed as he 
Naturally the prices which the 
peasant demands for his produce are high- 
er than when he had no tax to pay. In 
the case of the very poor, who always had 
akard time to get enough to cat, these 
prices are now practically prohibitive, and 
thousands in Madrid have been for weeks 
without the barest necessities of life. 
Realizing that starving people are apt 


| to be desperate the municipal government 
| of Madrid has made efforts to keep the 
| populace quiet by distributing food, and 


so the open plazas have been made the 
theaters of such scenes as are seldom wit- 
nessed in a European capital. Motley 
crowds of gaunt, hollow eyed Spaniards, 
old and young, throng the streets leading 
to the plazas and fight their way to the 


distributing booths, where diminutive rolls | 


of bread, little parcels of pork, occasional 
potatoes and broad Spanish beans are doled 
out to the famished crowds. Under the 
broiling sun they stand for hours at a 
time waiting for their turn to come. 
When the rush for the tables threatens 
to overwhelm the officiuls in charge, there 


is a call for the civil guards, and the troop- 
ers charge into the mob, cutting it up into | 


sections and driving the people out of the 
squares. 

The civil guard is the finest and test 
equipped ferce forming part of the Span- 
ish army. In acorrect sense the guards 
are not soldiers, but are more of the na- 
ture of police. They are organized ona 
military plan. The organization consists 
of some 40,000 men, and in rural sections 


their special duty consists of protecting | 


and guarding the country roads, even in 
the most wild and rugged provinces, so 
that a person can traverse Spain always 
under the vigilance of a civil guard.
